Plan to Increase Postal Efficiency. 


Postmaster ueueral Burleeon lu s 


decided to staudardi/.e the entire post- 
al service so tar as possible with a 
view to greater efficiency. To this end 
tbe department will operate a number 
ofmodel offices, "dynamos from which 
10 charge tbe entire chaiu and system 
of offices throughout the country." 
The^e offices will be used to discover 
tbe best practicable way of adminis- 
tering tbe postal facilities aud to test 
out devices and methods which may 
prove of value. 


In organizing the field service for 


this work, the country bas been divide 
ed into three groups, Hie Atlantic 
slates, the middle west aud tbe Paci- 
fic coast, it is proposed to send im- 
mediately two postal experts from 
Washington to each of these divisions, 
where they will co-operate with post- 
office inspectors in a study of condi- 
tions at designated offices with a view 
to reorganizing the clerical forces on a 
more efficient basis, if found advisable 


The investigations will cover every 


phase of the service, including collec 
tion of mail, methods of handling in 
postoffices and on trains and final de- 
ivery. "In this way," the postmaster 
general said : 
"Postmasters of all 


da«ses will be given the benefit of tbe 
discoveries at the more important of- 
fices ana a material betterment of the 
postal service throughout the country 
must result."

Twenty three pas- 
tors who do not receive an adequate 
salary average $1052 and parsonage. 
They suggest a needed advance of %?AQ 
which makes an estimated adequate] 
salary ot" $13C2. Ten pastors who livej 
in villages or the country report that 
they receive adequate salaries of $854 
aud parsonage. However, several of 
these are single men. Fifty-eight in

joy the reading, as follows: 


.\"o American could stand in this 


place today and think of the circum- 
stances for which we have come to- 
gether to celebrate without being most 
profoundly stirred. 
There has come 


over me since I sat down here a sense 
of 
deep solemnity, because 
it 
has 


seemed to me that I saw ghosts crowd- 
ing in, a great assemblage of spirits. 
no longer visible to us. but whose in- 
fluence we still feel as we feel the 
moulding power of history itself. 


The men who sat in this hall, to 


whom we now look back with a touch 
of deep sentiment, were men of flesh 
and blood, face to face with extremely 
difficult problems. 


The Population of the United States 


then 
was hardly three 
times the 


present population of the city of Phila- 
delphia, and yet that was a nation, 
as this is a nation, and the men who 
spoke for it were setting their hands 
to a work which was to last, not only 
in order that their people might be 
happy, but that an example might be 
lifted up for the instruction of the 
rest of the world. 


HAD PROBLEM TO SOLVE. 


I like to read quaint old accounts, 


such as Mr. Day has read to us this 
afternoon. 
Strangers came then to 


America to see what the young people 
that had sprung up here were like. 
and they found men in Council who 
knew how to construct the govern- 
ment. They found men deliberating 
here who had none of the appearance 
of novices, none of the hesitation of 
men who did not know whether the 
•work they were doing was going to 
last or not. Men who addressed them- 
selves to the problem of construction 
as familiarly as we attempted to carry 
out the traditions of the government 
established these 137 years. 


And so I feel today a compulsion of 


men, a compulsion of examples which 
•were set to us in this place. And of 
•what do their examples remind us? 
They remind us not only of public ser- 
vice, but of public service shot through 
•with principle and honor. 


Then they were not histrionic men. 


They did not say. "Loo~k upon us as 
those who shall hereafter be illus- 
trious." 
They said, "Look upon us 


who are doing the first work of con- 
stitutional liberty in the world, and 
we must do it in soberness and truth, 
or it will not last." 


KEED MEX OF COURAGE. 


Politics, ladies and gentlemen, is 


made up in just about equal parts of 
comprehension and sympathy. No man 
ought to go into politics who does com- 
prehend the task he is going to at- 
tempt. He may comprehend it so com- 
pletely that it daunts him. That he 
doubts whether his own spirit is stout 
enough, and in his own. mind, is able 
enough to attempt that great under- 
taking. 
But unless he comprehends 
it he ought not to enter it. and after he 
has 
comprehended it there 
should 


come into his mind those profound im- 
pulses of sympathy which connect him 
•^v-ith the rest of mankind. Because 
politics is a business of interpretation, 
and no men are fit for it who do not 
see and seek more tfian their own ad- 
vantage and interest.

That sympathy which alone interprets 
public duty is more difficult for a pub- 
lic man to acquire than it was then, 
because we live in the midst ot circum- 
stances and conditions infinitely com- 
plex. Xo man can boast that he un- 
derstands America. Xo man can boast 
that he has lived the life of America, 
as almost every man who sat in this 
hall could boast. Xo man can pretend 
that, except by common counsel be can 
gather into his consciousness what the 
varied life of his people is. 
So the 


duty that we have to keep open eyes 
and" 
open hearts and acceptable under 


standings is a very much more difficult 
duty to perform than it was in their 
day. 
And yet bow much more import- 


ant that it should be performed, for 
fear that we may make infinite and ir- 
reparable blunders. 


The city of Washington is in some 


respects self-contained. It is easy then 
to forget what the rest of the United 
States is thinking about. I count it a 
fortunate circumstance that almost all 
the windows of the White House and 
its offices open upon unoccupied spaces 
that stretch to the banks of the Poto- 
mac, and then out into Virginia, and 
into the heavens themselves. As I sit 
there I can constantly torget Washing- 
ton, and remember the United States. 
Xot that 1 would intimate that all of 
the United States lies south of Wash- 
ington, but there is a serious thing 
back of my thought. If you think too 
much about being re-elected, it is very 
difficult to be worth re-electing. 


You are so apt to think that the com- 


paratively small number of peisons. 
numerous as they seem to be. when 
they swarm, who covne to Washington 
to ask for things, do not constitute an 
important proportion of the population 
of the country, that it is constantly 
necessary to come away- from Washing- 
ton to renew one's contact with the 
people who do not swarm there, who 
do not ask for anything, and who do 
trust you, without their personal coun 
sel. to clo your duty. Unless one get; 
this contact he grows weaker and 
weaker. He needs that as Hercules 
needed the touch of mother earth. It 
you lift him up too high, or he lifts 
himself too high, he loses the contact 
and therefore loses the inspiration. 


I love to think of those plain men; 


however far from plain their dressings 
sometimes were, who assembled in this 
hall. One is startled to think of the 
variety of costume and color which 
would now occur if •we were let loose 
upon the fashion of that age. Man's 
lack of taste is largely concealed now 
by limitation of fasUou. yet those men 
sometimes dressed like a peacock, and 
were nevertheless

flight of their time. They were birds 
of a feather: they were birds of the 
forest: they were birds coming from 
simple breeding: they were much in 
the open i.eaven: they were beginning 
when there was so little to distract the 
attention, that they could live upon 
the fundamental principles of govern- 
ment.

Most of these lives are lost through 
the ignorance of the parents.

The little 
one must be taught to control his tem- 
per and his desires. 
It is not love to 


^ive a child what he wants, what he 
cries ior. The child who has his every 
wish gratified, and vho is not taught 
to obey, will reach maturity without 
the 
discipline that will give 
him 


strength to meet the greater warfare 
of life as a strong man should. And 
the parent who does not deny her lit- 
tle one in the years when his own 
iudsnnent is lacking and she must sup- 
nly~the need, is failing in her duty to 
God. 
to the child whose whole life suf- 


fers' for' the indulgence of his first 
years, and to the nation to which her 
"son is often a menace rather than a 
prop. 
The parents need training. 
Every 


walk in life needs special training to 
accomplish even ordinary results, and 
the vocation of parenthood, which is 
the greatest of all. needs its special 
preparation.

mother love to the rainbow, with its 
seven component parts, each one a 
lovely color. The parts of mother love 
are faith, wisdom, justice, self-sacri- 
fice, self-denial, sympatny. patience. 
Faith in God. in herself and her child:

ways called for: sympathy, not when 
the" happy things of life have come to 
him.

Question of Ministers' Salaries. 
The Potomac Si nod of the Reform- 


ed Church lecently held at Frederick 
adopted a report calling for a mini- 
mum salary of ?S&0 and parsonage. 
The consideration of the report pre- 
sented interesting light and informa- 
tion on the subject of pastors' salaries 


There were eight specific recommen- 


dations and these were acted upon as 
they came, tbe first being the salary 
1) reposition. An amendment was offer- 
ed to this resolution to make the mini- 
mum salary §1.000. After much dis- 
cussion, both for and against this con- 
suming most of the time of the morn- 
ing session, the amendment was voted 
down.-and the report of the committee 
recommending $800 as the minimum 
salary, was adopted. 


In discussing the question of the 


minimum salary, the report gave fig- 
ures to show how the committee arriv- 
ed at its conclusion that $800 and par- 
sonage would be an adequate amount. 
The amount of the salaries in 139 char- 
ges totals $127.000. There are 110 par- 
sonages. There are 25 ministeis who 
are not furnished parsonages. The sa- 
lary increase in ten years amounts to 
$17~.OS5. Xine salaries are paid week- 
ly.
